ither cuts. There is no bone, 
excessive fat or skin waste. 

Another very important fea- 
ure is the high nutritional 
ralue of variety meats.

The red meats should be in 
ample supply to take care of 
the trade.

LAMB Is particularly plenti- 
'ul, and should continue so for 
several more weeks. PORK 
shipments could be increasing 
at this season, but with the 
disruption in distribution you 
may find supplies are not ris­ 
ing as rapidly as had been ex­ 
pected.

POULTRY is available 
it is still produced in large 
quantities and is in the mar­ 
ket if you need it.
